• haij, the weakest of its links.” A 
band-made chain Is naturally mad* 
link by link. If the workmen are not 
only careful, but conscientious as to de­ 
tails, there Is considerable opportunity 
for attention equivalent to continuous 
Inspection.. The making of big chains 
is largely an old-time blacksmith's Job,
